Best Citizens Condone the Deed.

GREENVILLE, Ill., July 27. 
ZAeutenant-Governor W. A. Northcott, 
@ting chief executive of Illinois in the 
fbsence of Gov. Yates, was interviewed 
by a Post-Dispatch representative. today 


concerning the recent lyching at Belle- 
ville of David S. Wyatt, the negro school 
teacher; the superficial inquiry which fol- 
lowed under the direction of the coroner; 
the present inactivity of the prosecuting 
authorities, and the unity of sentiment as 
expressed by the most representative cill- 
gens of Belleville that the mob leaders 
and their allies should be made to answer 
at the bar of justice. 

After dictating the statement which ap- 


pears above, Gov. Northcott talked freely 
of the lynching and said that it was de- 


plorable that the impression had gone 
out to the world that Illinois or any city 
of Illinois would tolerate lawlessness. 


Special Grandjury 
May Be Called. 


Gov. Northcott will return to Spring- 
field Monday, at which time he will prob- 
ably send an official communication to 
Circuit Judge R. W. D. Holder and State's 
Attorney Farmer requesting them in the 
name of the state to call a special ses- 


sion of the grandjury to inquire into all ' 


the facts of the lynching. 


Copies of the St. Louis and Belleville pa- 


pers containing accounts of the lynching 
were shown to the governor and he paid 
close attention when they were read to 
im. In its issue of June 8 the Belleville 

advocate: characterized the -kynehing as 
the ‘most disgraceful and horrible affair 
which ever occurred in St. Clair county” 
nd said that “mob law reigned supreme.”’ 

@ Wews-Democrat of Belleville, of 
which Mayor Fred H. Kern is proprietor, 
gave a vivid account of the lynching, 
concluding: “It took the crowd a little 
over an hour after the attack on the roof 
G@oor was made to get the prisoner. How 
long Wyatt lived after the,men got pos- 
gcssion of him cannot be said, but it is 
thought that he was almost strangled and 
beaten to death when the crowd reached 
the public square with him. After Wyatt 
was pulled up the crowd kept shouting 
‘pull him up higher.’ He was pelted 
with sticks and stones and later coal oll 
Was poured upon him and fire applied. 
His body was frightfully burned. He was 
later cut down and more coal oil applied 
to the body."

ACTING GOVERNOR IS 
AROUSED BY LYNCHING. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GREENVILLE, Il... June 27.—To 
the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 

The power and responsibility for 
punishment of offenders against 
the law rests with the judicial de- 
partment of the state. As acting 
governor and chief executive, 
I haev no authority to com- 
pel action on the part of the 
judicial department. I assumed 
that the circuit or the state’s at- 
torney and other law officers of 
St. Clair County would do their 
full duty in bringing to justice the 
perpetrators of the outrageous 
lynching of this man Wyatt. I can- 
not in too strong terms on my own 
behalf and in hehalf of the gxood 
people of the state of Illinois and 
St. Clair County denounce lynch 
law wherever it may appear in our 
reat state. Its logical results are 
anarchy and mob violence. When- 
ever the people surrender the form 
of lawful procedure to mob rule 
life and proverty are no longer 
safe. and the fair name of our state 
is stained and dishonored. I feel 
assured that the circuit judges and 
state’s attorney will receive the 
support and indorsement of the 
proper public sentiment in bring- 
ing to justice the Ivnchers of Wy- 
att. The local authorities express 
the opinion that investigation by 
the rexular September grandjury 
would bring better results and in- 
sure more certain punishment of the 
guilty than the calling of a special 
jury at this time. The responsibil- 
ity as to a decision rests upon 
State’s Attorney Farmer, and I 
have renson to believe that he is 
sincere and fair in his intention to 
enforce the law. It is the duty 
of the executive department of the 
state to bring into action every 
power to prevent the commission 
of crimes, to protect life and prop- 
erty. It should aid the jiudictal 
department in making arrests and 
protecting the courts while in ses. 
sion, and in assisting its officers. 
But after acts are committed the 
Fenn... ‘t rest with the 
judiciary. I sincerely trust and be- 
lieve that the courts and officers 
of St. Clair County will enforce 
the law. A government that does 
not protect its humblest citizen in 
xuaranteeing to him due process 
of law is unworthy of the respect 
of men.

PUBLIC. MEETING 


WN BELLEVILL 


The opposition of a minority of Belle- 
ville citizens against the course of the Post- 
Dispatch in printing all the news of the 
lynching of the negro school teacher, Wy- 
att, took the form of a meeting to denounce 
the Post-Dispatch last night. 

A crowd of about three hundred men 
gathered at the City Council chamber in 
the City Hall. There was no formal call 
for the meeting, but Mayor Fred J. Kern, 
George R. Long and Fritz Winter are 
Stated to have caused the announcement 
to be made that it would be held. 

Mayor Kern did not take part in the pro- 

ceedings. He remained in the office of the 
city clerk, a few steps away, during the 
meeting, but men recognized as his lieu- 
tenants controlled the meeting. 
Mr. Long, who is president of the Good 
Government League, and was alluded ‘to 
as such in the announcement of the meet- 
ing, was not seen at the meeting. It is 
understood that remonstrances from mem- 
bers of the league against his action, which 
was not authorized by the league, caused 
him to remain away. 

Fritz Winter was there. He keeps a sa- 
loon on North Illinois street and repre- 
sents the Second ward in the City Council. 

cag ae Fredericks, an East Main street 
sitloon eeper, was chairman of the meet- 
ing. Charles Karch, private secretary to 
Mayor Kern when he was congressman, 
was secretary and presented to the com- 
mittee on resolutions typewritten resolu- 
tions which had been prepared before the 
ineeting. George Kern, brother of Mayor 
Kern and a pressman in the employ of 
the paper owned by Mayor Kern, made all 
the motions, 

rhe speakers were ‘‘Dr.’’ William Fargo, 
manager of a summer garden; Charles, 
Karch, Adam Gintz, an ex-brewer; Will 
i’, Jordan, a Belleville newspaper man, 
and J. A. Bedel, an insurance agent.

Mysterious Legislator, Who Knows 
About Boodling, Suffers From

WILL BE GRANDJURY WITNESS 


Politicians Are Commenting Various- 
ly on the Deal of R. B. Speed, 
With Secretary Cook Witness. 


The state senator, with a stricken con- 
science, called on Circuit Attorney Folk 
’Saturday morning at the Four Courts. He 
will return Tuesday and tell the grand- 
jury what he knows about legislative 
bpoodling at Jefferson City. 

Until then Mr. Folk refuses to talk about 
him er give the least’ intimation regard- 
ing his identity. 

Former Lieutenant-Governor Lee is to 
be recalled next week, and Circuit Attorney 
Folk will ask him about the rumor that 
he was offered $25,000 to stay away from 
Missouri until Mr. Folk’s term of office had 
expired. Ldttle credence is given the story, 
as it is almost identical with that told 
about Councilman Kratz at the time of his 
departure. 

The boodle deal between R. B. Speed, 
former coal oil inspector, and State Sena- 
tor Lyons, in which Secretary of State Sam 
B. Cook participated as a witness, is said 
to be the first instance brought out, of a 
bribegiver calling a witness to see him 
pay the money. This feature is causing a 
great deal of comment among politicians, 
who regard it {s:one of the most remark- 
able features brought out in the investiga- 
tions. 

Representative Arthur Chapman of Kan- 
sas City, a leader of the Filipinos at the 
last legislature, called on Circuit Attorney 
Folk Saturday morning. Whether his visit 
was by request or voluntary is not known, 
The conference between the two men in 
the circult attorney's office is believed to 
have been about the use of boodle.

THROW THEM UT 
~ BISHOP. ADVSES 


Instructs Rector Thus to Handle Low 
Churchmen If They Interfere 
With Services. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 27.—Bishop Henry 
C. Potter of New York has replied to 
the open letter sent to him by the Rev. 
R. Cc. Fillingham, vicar of Hexton, Eng- 
land, and has written to the Rev. Dr. 
G. M. Christian, rector of the Church of 
St. Mary the Virgin, advising him to 
apply for a detail of police, and, in case 
the Hecton vicar and his followers inter- 
fere with the services, to direct the po- 
lice to throw the party into the street. 

Upon receipt of Bishop Potters letter 
Mr: Fillingham addressed one in: reply, 
roasting Bishop Potter and the _ high 
church ritual and services at St. Mary's, 
closing: 

“I note that you condone and are privy 
to the illegalities and idolatry practiced 
by the rector of St. Mary the Virgin. I 
aiso note your threat of physical vio- 
lence—that you, a minister of the gos- 
pel, advise another minister to ‘throw’ 
us into the street; but I can assure you 
that no threat will affect those who are 
prepared not only to act but to suffer in 
the cause of Protestantism.” 

The controversy grew out of a letter 
which the Rev. Mr. Fillingham addressed 
recently to Bishop Potter concerning the 
services which the writer witnessed last 
Sundav morning in the church of St. 
Mary the Virgin. He declared the cere- 
mony of the mass, the burning of incense 
and the elevation of the host to be con- 
trary to the doctrine of the Anglican 
church, and called the whole ceremony 
profane and idolatrous. He threatened 
to make a public protest against the 
service. 

The vicar of Hexton Is to sail for home 
next Wednesday and says he will no 
spend the remaining few days in fur- 
ther controversy. He plans, however, to 
return here next February and conduct 
a Lenten mission in the interests of Prot- 
estantism.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The Prince of 
Wales may visit the St. Louis World's 
Fair. Sir Thomas Lipton is responsible 
for the revival of this report. 

At the dinner in his honor in the White 
House Sir Thomas talked about it. Be- 


Sir Thomas had a short conversation apart 
from the others. Sir Thomas delivered a 
message from King Edward and received 
Mr. Roosevelt's response. 

Sir Thomas would only say later that 
the messages were most friendly. He was 
usked if the King sent word that the 
Prince of Wales would attend the St. 
Louis Exposition. 

“That may be arranged later,” 
plied. 

The luncheon, which was served in the 
state dining room, was informal and there 
were no toasts or speeches. The Pres- 
ident was never in happier mood and the 
party was a jolly one. The conversation 
was chiefly on yachting, sports in general 
and the navy. Mr. Roosevelt praised the 
British navy and reiterated his policy of 
naval expansion. 

Sir Thomas was delighted when ices in 
the shape of miniature yachts, with the 
Shamrock’s emblem and the stars and 
stripes intertwined, were served. 

“I never had such a royal time in my 
life,’ said Stir Thomas as he was depart- 
ing for New York after his 25-hour stay in 
Washington. 

“IT have been in the hands of my friend, 
Gen. Corbin, and he is a king of entertain- 


ers. 

“This is the first time I ever traveled in 
a private car. It is evident that I am be- 
coming more and more an American.” 

Sir Thomas had p’anned to return on the 
Congressional Limited on the Pennsyl- 
vania, but President Loree of the Baltl- 
more & Ohio sent his private car over from 
Baltimore and placed it at his disposal.

TERMINAL OFFICERS ADOPT 
POLICY OF CONCEALMENT 


Evasion of Questions by President 
McChesney Shows That Effort Will 
Be Made to Keep the Merchants’ 
Bridge Control a Secret. 


Maj. Thomas L. Casey of the engineering 
corps, United States Army, will begin 
Monday his investigation of the charges 
against the Terminal Railroad Association's 
monopoly of the St. Louis bridges. He 
was engaged Saturday with the Mississippi 
river commission, which is preparing its 
report for transmittal to the war depart- 
ment. 

As stated in the Post-Dispatch Friday the 

investigation has been ordered by the war 
department as the result of the published 
charge that the Merchants’ bridge is a 
part of the bridge monopoly and that the 
company’s rights in the bridge are liable 
to forfeiture under the act of Congress au- 
thorizing the bridge and forbidding its 
consolidation with any other bridge. 
This act specifically forbids any stock- 
holder, director or manager of the Mer- 
chants’ bridge from holding a similar po- 
sition with any other bridge across the 
Mississippi river. Ags a result the inves- 
tigation will naturally be directed particu- 
larly toward finding @ut who are the di- 
rectors, stockholders and managers of the 
Merchants’ and other St. Louis bridges. 


Terminal Admits 


Violation of Law. 

The act of Congress says that: 

(1) “The Merchants’ Bridge Co. or its 
successors or assigns shall not agree or 
consent to the consolidation of the bridge 
with any other bridge across the Mis- 
sissipyi river or to the pooling of the 
earnines of this bridge company with 
the earnings of any other bridge com- 
pany on said river.” 

The Terminal Association, in its bond 
circular issued through J. P. Morgan & 
Co., admits a practical violation of this 
clause when it says that the Terminal 
Railroad Association “controls by per- 
manent lease the Eada and Merchants’ 
bridees and the St. Louis tunnel.” 

The pgtmanent leases consolidate the two

The act.of Congress then says: 

(2) “Nor shall any person who is on 
may be a stockholder or director or man- 
ager of any other bridge over said river 
he a stockholder. or director or manager 
of the bridge herein provided for.” 
President McChesney of the Terminal 
Rallroad Association was evidently think- 
ing of this clause when he gave his inter- 
esting testimony before the joint ‘“commit- 
tee of the House of Delegates and Council 
on this point. 

That testimony was as follows: 

Mr. Gibson: Will you state who are the 
directors of the Terminal Association? 

Mr. McChesney: I have no objection, but 
[ think that feature ought to be discussed 
by the legal representative of the company. 
There are fgurteen directors. I think I 
can reca!l them if my memory serves: Mr. 
Russel Harding, Mr. C. G. Warner, Mr. G. 
I’. Mitchell, Mr. C. M. Levey, Mr. A. K. 
Allen, Mr. C. M Warren, Mr Joseph Ram- 
sey, Mr. Wilham M. Gould, Mr. H. J. 
Miller, Mr. W. H. Smith, Mr. C. H. Spencer, 
Mr. 8. M. Felton, Mr. J. T. Harrahan and 
myself. 

Mr. G.: Who is manager of the 
chants’ Bridge Co,? 

Mr. McC.: Mr. Overall is president and 
Mr. Walsh is vice-president. They have no 
manager. 

Mr. G.: Has the St. Louis Bridge Co. a 
manager? 

Mr. McC.: Do you mean the Eads Bridge 
Co. That is a part of the Terminal Com- 
rany and I am manager. 

Mr. G.: You are likewise manager, are 
you not, of the Merchants’ Bridge Co.? 

Mr. McC.: I am not the manager. 

Mr. G.: Do you not perform the duties 
of manager? 

Mr. McC.: I cannot say that I do. 

Mr. G.: You have no control, in your 
official position over the Merchants’ 
bridge? 

Mr. McC.: I am not an officer of that 
company. These are legal phases of the 
question, Mr. Gibson, and can be better 
discussed by representatives of this com- 
pany on those lines. 

Mr. G.: You have given the officers of 
the Merchants’ Bridge Co., I belfeve? 

Mr. McC.: Yes. Mr.. Overall, president, 
and Mr. <. K. T. Walsh, vice-president. 

Mr. G.: Who are the dtrectors of the 
Merchants’ Bridge Co.? 

Mr. McC.: I cannot say positively. 

Mr. McChesney was very nervous dur- 
ing the interview. He said in the begin- 
ning that the relations between the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Co. and the Terminal A%- 
sociation were very intimate, and then, 
as quoted above; he sald that the Eads 
Bridge Co. was a part of the Terminal, 
but when pressed with questions to show 
that he really managed both bridges he 
evaded answering by referring to the legal 
representative of the association.

The protest insisted that 
the Terminal bills should*not be passed 
unless the Terminal agreed’ to abolish the 
bridge arbitrary. 

Delegate Fontana moved “that the reso- 
lution do not pass to its second reading."’

Big Surprise. 

Next to the disappointing showing of 
Columbia, the work of the Georgetown 
and Syracuse boats was commented on.

In return Gleason of 
Detroit (awarded player) goes to New 
York (National) and then by them sent 
to Philadelphia. McGuire awarded to 
Brooklyn (National), now in Detroit 
(American). 

“Pittsburg (National) released several 
players to Philadelphia.- Negrly all clubs 
made changes. No protest was entered 
by you or any club that we know of. 

“Did the New York club at any time 
during the peace conference dlaim to 
have a legal contract with Elberfeld? 
Do you not Know, do not all of us now. 
that Mr. Brush 
not, and if in doubt about this, could you 
not get the exact facts with respect 
thereto? 

‘In conclusion, a few lines: The New 
York club is scheduled in Cinelnnati for 
July 11, 12 and 14. Our understanding 
of the peace compact with respect to 
Player Davis is expressed in this letter. 
We stand by that compact. and therefore 
request you to notify the New York club 
that if it is their intention to play Davis 
while in Ctncinnati during that period 
that an annunocement of ‘no game’ will 
be made to the public, unless a majority 
of the clubs of our League shall decree 
otherwise before that time. 

“When they do, although in the minor- 
ity, we will humbly submit, and using 
the language of Mr. Brush, ‘You can 
make me swallow it,’ but you cannot 
make me say I like it. Respectfully,

The responsibility for the failure 
of the terminal plans will rest upon the terminal railroads 
combine which demanded new privileges for nothing. 

St. Louis is now being subjected_to the grossest wrong and 
discrimination by the Terminal Railroad Association, which is 
merely the bridge and terminal agent of the fourteen rail- 
roads composing the combine. Instead of paying the cost of 
the building, maintenance and operation of their bridges and 
terminalé in St. Louis as a part of the general expenses of 
the roads, these railroads levy a special tax upon St. Louis 
commerce for the expenses of highly capitalized bridges and 
terminals. Other cities have free terminals; that is, the cost 
of them is defrayed by the general traffic of the roads, but 
St. Louis commerce pays a special tax or toll. This toll, how- 
ever, is not collected upon commerce destined for other com- 
petitive points and passing through St. Louis, so that in many 
cases the result is gross discrimination against St. Louis. St. 
Louis is erased from the railway map and must pay tribute 
for the privilege of doing business. 

This is absolutely unfair to St. Louis, and is exceedingly 
damaging to St. Louis commerce. It restricts the expansion 
of St. Louis commerce and the growth of the city.
